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Potholes 
damaging 
our cars 
says boss 

BOSSES at a used car deal¬ 
ership say potholes in Wil- 
lenhall are costing them 
thousands of pounds a year 
in repairs and maintenance. 

ACF Car Finance, in 
Wolverhampton Road West, 
claims that more than 60 per 
cent of the vehicles it buys 
need pothole-related repairs 
before they can be resold. 

Paint chips, dented wheel 
rims, bulging tyre walls and 
damage to shock absorbers 
and suspension systems are 
commonplace, according to 
ACF divisional operations 
manager Mark Jones. 

He said that potholes 
could knock steering out of 
alignment and present a 
severe driving hazard which 
might only come to light in 
an emergency. 

“Cars which are just two 
or three years old bear the 
scars of much longer life,” 
Mr Jones added. 

“Of the hundreds of vehi¬ 
cles we acquire each year, 
around six out of every ten 
need remedial work for 
damage. 

“While councils slash 
their repair budgets, we are 
forced to increase funds for 
repairing damage of the type 
caused by potholes.” 

Councillor Ian Shires, 
Liberal Democrat ward 
member for Willenhall 
North, said motorists using 
Walsall’s roads spend much 
of their time looking to avoid 
potholes and not keeping

CRUISE HERO JUST 

GLAD TO SURVIVE 


A DANCER from Walsall who was 
working on board the stricken Costa 
Concordia cruise liner has told how he 
helped rescue terrified passengers 


James Thomas, aged 
19, acted as a human 
climbing frame to help 
other passengers into 
lifeboats from the huge 
vessel as it tilted ever 
further on to its side. 

Six people are so far 
known to have died in the 
tragedy, while the search 
continues for others who are 
still missing from the 
stricken £390 million liner 
which ran aground in dark¬ 
ness off Italy’s west coast. 

James, now back at his 
family home in Whitethorn 
Crescent,Streetly, said: “It 
felt like we were in a film. 

“We rehearse safety pro¬ 
cedures every week but this 
was a different situation. 

Jumping 

“We couldn’t get the 
lifeboats off and the liferafts 
that the staff use were stuck 
to the side of the ship. It was 
frightening.” 

At first, the tenasger tried 
to make light of the situation 
before the terrifying reality 
began to sink in. 

“Me being me, I started 
doing an impression of 
Michael Jackson in the 
Smooth Criminal video 
where he’s almost horizon¬ 
tal,” he said. 

“The ship was listing so 
much, our centre of gravity 
had completely shifted. 

“Then it became more of a 
anic.’’Former Streetly 

chool pupil James, who had 
left all his possessions except 
for his mobile phone, quickly 
shifted into professional 
mode putting the safety of 
others before his own. 

He helped dozens of other

passengers towards the 
lifeboats, using his 6ft 3in 
frame to bridge the gap 
between decks three and 
four to help passengers 
clamber into the lifeboats. 

He was then pulled 
towards a boat himself by 
two other passengers. 

James said the drama has 
not put him off sailing the 
high seas again, but he 
added: “My feeling is that 
the same thing can’t happen 
twice - but I’m looking to 
take a break from ships now 
and concentrate on commer¬ 
cial work and musical 
theatre on dry land.” 

Meanwhile, James’s 
worried parents Jayne and 
Mark had received a call 
from their middle son telling 
them the ship was going 
down. 

Jayne said: “He said the 
ship was listing to one side 
and it was starting to sink, 
people were jumping over 
the side and he didn’t know 
what to do. 

“We told James not to 
jump, that he must try and 
get into a life raft.” 

Rescue crews have now 
blasted holes in the giant 
ship in order to gain easier 
access and continue the 
hunt for the dozens still 
missing. 

The ship’s owners have 
blamed the captain for last 
Friday’s accident, saying he 
changed course towards the 
tiny island of Giglio.

New home 
for timber 
dwellings 
from plant 

THE first homes to roll off 
the production line at a new 
manufacturing hub in 
Walsall are being used as 
part of a £10 million housing 
development. 

More than 100 new homes 
are being built in Darlaston 
as part of a new development 
by the Accord Group. And 
the timber homes are being 
created in a former recycling 
site in Stephenson Avenue, 
Beechdale. 

It is creating up to 30 new 
jobs for local people. The 
Whitworth Close develop¬ 
ment is part of a project 
partly funded by a £2m 
grantfrom the Homes and 
Communities Agency. 

It is hoped the new devel¬ 
opment will help cut the 
number of people on waiting 
lists for affordable homes in 
the region. 

Panels for the first eight 
new timber homes at Whit¬ 
worth Close have now been 
delivered to the site. 

They are being put into 
place using cranes and will 
be assembled to make three 
bedroom homes, with the 
first set to be completed by 
spring. 

Alan Yates, group director 
of regeneration for Accord, 
said: “It’s fantastic to 
welcome in the New Year by 
seeing the first homes.” 


Councillors, residents and 
parents want traffic reviews 
near the four schools in an 
attempt to make drivers 
more aware that the routes 
are used by children and 
parents.

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Prison for 
driver in 
escape bid 

A CAR driver who led police 
on a high speed chase in 
Walsall has been jailed for a 
year. 

Mehtab Ali raced through 
red traffic lights, drove the 
wrong way down roads and 
veered on to pavements in a 
desperate bid to escape, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
was told last week.

Ali, of Birch Road, 
Oldbury, was arrested not 
far from the abandoned car. 

Ali, who had 11 previous 
convictions, admitted dan¬ 
gerous driving and was also 
banned from driving for two 
years by Judge Michael 
Challinor.

IT HAS become a talisman 
for Walsall and has its own 
2,000-strong following on 
Facebook - and now the 
town’s hippo is celebrating 
its 40th birthday. 

It is four decades since the 
bizarre idea to have a con¬ 
crete hippopotamus in the 
town centre was born. 

The creature has been 
taken to people’s hearts and 
is now the subject of scores 
of photos on Facebook. 

Walsall Council is decid¬ 
ing whether to mark the 
hippo’s 40th milestone. 

The Mayor of Walsall 
Councillor Garry Perry said 
the hippo had become a fig¬ 
urehead in the town. 

“I suppose many people 
would question after looking 
at the town’s history what a 
hippo has to do with any¬ 
thing,” he said. 

Romance 

“But the hippo is a legend 
in Walsall and is even known 
beyond Walsall too. 

“I recall sitting on the 
hippo when I was a young¬ 
ster. It was also a meeting 
place and I’m sure many a 
young romance was formed 
near the hippo.” 

Mystery still surrounds 
the hippo. It is believed 
sculptor John Wood was 
approached by the council in 
March 1972 to create the 
animal, which now stands 
on The Bridge. 

It was sculpted in clay at a 
workshop in Pinfold Street, 
Darlaston, using a ton of 
material from Potters Clay, 
in Brownhills.

Concrete move to stop 
travellers ruining land 


A MASSIVE concrete barrier has been put in 
place at the entrance to a patch of land in 
Pelsall which has been blighted by traveller 
encampments over a number of years. 


Upgrade of 
safety in 
pipeline for 
blackspot 

IMPROVEMENTS at a busy 
Walsall crossroads where 
there have been five serious 
crashes in the last three years 
are being considered as part 
of a council review. 

The junction of Walstead 
Road and Delves Green Road 
in Delves is on a list of local 
safety schemes which are 
being evaluated in a bid to 
determine where funds 
should be spent. 

Highways chiefs want to 
raise the height of the junc¬ 
tion to improve visibility and 
install a crossing, if and when 
cash is available. 

Transport chief Councillor 
Tom Ansell said last year that 
there were proposals to 
narrow the width of the road 
where the two routes meet, 
introduce a table junction, 
and incorporate a new cross¬ 
ing. 

The council says there has 
been no funding to imple¬ 
ment a scheme during the 
current financial year. 

But spokesman John 
Charles said it was reviewing 
all road accidents occurring 
in the borough. 

“As part of this process 
Walstead Road will be evalu¬ 
ated along with all other loca¬ 
tions throughout the 
borough and then ranked 
into a local safety scheme pro¬ 
gramme planned for imple¬ 
mentation during 2012-13, 
subject to funding.” 


The area off Walsall Road 
has been a hotspot for 
convoys of caravans, and the 
mess they leave behind, for 
more than two years. 

The access point next to 
the bridge was blocked tem¬ 
porarily with a skip full of 
pieces of concrete while the 
land owner talked with the 
council over a permanent 
solution to the problem. 

But the skip has now been 
taken away and replaced 
with a rectangular concrete 
block similar to a central 
reservation barrier. 

Short concrete posts that 
were originally put in place 
were knocked over by an 
encampment wanting 
access to the land. 

Councillor Marco Longhi 
said he was pleased the 
problem was being taken 
seriously, but is looking at 
the aesthetic aspect of the 
barrier. 

Permanent 

He said: “It might be nice 
to have something which is 
more in keeping with the 
surrounding area of the 
fields, like a planter, or 
something that is a bit more 
pleasing on the eye. 

“But first and foremost 
I’m predominantly con¬ 
cerned with there being a 
barrier there that travellers 
cannot simply and easily 
remove, and this looks like it 
will do the job. 

“I have not had confirma¬ 
tion that this is a permanent 
barrier.” 

The skip was put in place 
in September after the most 
recent convoy left after 
knocking down the concrete 
post. It was the fourth time 
in two years the land has 
been targeted,1.

Asbestos 
blamed 
for death 
of joiner 

A WALSALL man died just a 
few months after being diag¬ 
nosed with mesothelioma, a 
court heard. 

Colin Sivorn was diag¬ 
nosed with the cancer, which 
is usually linked with expo¬ 
sure to asbestos, last Sep¬ 
tember, and he was fitted 
with a chest drain. 

The 73-year-old, of Mill 
Road, Pelsall, was brought 
into Walsall Manor Hospital 
on Christmas Day because 
his chest drain had come 
out, Walsall Coroner's Court 
heard last Friday. 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain said Mr 
Sivorn developed fluid in his 
abdomen and died on 
January 6. 

The inquest heard Mr 
Sivorn had worked as a car¬ 
penter and joiner. 

Mr Balmain said: "We 
can't prove he was exposed 
to asbestos, but it is likely he 
was. 

“Mesothelioma is almost 
always associated with 
asbestos exposure and he 
was in the trade for it." 

Mr Balmain recorded a 
verdict of death by indus¬ 
trial disease.

a suitable residential use.” 

The two-acre site consists 
of the locally-listed L shaped 
Victorian school building as 
well as a mixture of period 
and prefabricated buildings. 

Last November, thieves 
broke into the redbrick 
tower of the building and 
stole the bell. 

Townsfolk had expressed 
fears that the structure 
might be bulldozed along 
with the rest of the building, 
but council chiefs said his¬ 
toric parts of the building 
would be preserved. 

Stan Taylor, chairman of 
the Willenhall Heritage 
Trust said last week that the 
site ought to become a focal 
point of entry to the centre 
of the town. 

Little London School 
closed when it merged with 
Clothier Street and Lake¬ 
side schools on a new site in 
Noose Lane, Willenhall.

No complaint about 
8pc insurance rise 

WITH regard to recent letters concerning the increase in 
car insurance I would like to point out that not all insurance 
companies are rip-offs. Some drivers, like myself, are happy 
with their company and premiums. 

I have been with my present Insurers, Liverpool Victoria, 
for longer than I can remember. In January 2011 my 
renewal premium, including road rescue, was £351.61 for a 
new Kia 1399cc saloon. This was fully comprehensive, pro¬ 
tected no claims bonus and usual glass cover. I admit to 
having £100 excess on the policy and it is owner driver only. 

During the year I had been warned by drivers “in the 
know” that all premiums were going up this year by about 
25 per cent, and because I am now in my 71st year I will 
probably be “priced off the roads.” 

I have just received my annual invitation to renew the 
policy for the sum of £381.20, an increase of around eight 
per cent. So much for the doom and gloom merchants. 

Recent contributors complain of being ripped off, or their 
premiums going up by £400, but do not say what size of 
vehicle they drive, how many drivers are covered or if any 
are below a certain age. There is still good value for money 
car insurance, for the social, domestic and pleasure drivers 
available - even for drivers like myself, at the wrong end of 
the age spectrum.

Dim street 
lamps may 
trim £4.4m 
annual bill 

STREET lights could be dimmed at night in 
Walsall to save cash. Councillors are looking 
to cut the £4.4 million annual bill on electricity 
and maintenance. 


Council leader Mike Bird 
said options were being 
looked at for the borough’s 
25,000 street lights. 

“We are looking at how we 
can save on energy and one 
option is dimming street 
lights,” he said. 

“We have a very flexible 
contract with the energy 
provider. 

“Because of this we have 
got some magnificent 
savings.” 

Walsall Council turned 
down the lights in Aldridge 
Road between the Dilke 
island and the Peugeot 
islands on the A453 between 
midnight and 5am in 2010. 

The move was reversed 
after a month because the 
savings were not significant 
enough to continue. 

It is also planned to dim 
or switched off street lights 
overnight in Staffordshire. 

Staffordshire County 
Council has resisted the 
move until now, but wants to 
cut its £9m annual bill. 


Parking at 
Sikh temple

transformation of an empty 
warehouse in Walsall into a 
Sikh temple and community 
centre, council chiefs say. 

Work has started to 
convert the derelict unit in 
Rollingmill Street, Pleck, 
after it was granted plan¬ 
ning permission last month 

There were fears the 47 
car parking spaces would 
not be enough for all who 
would attend the complex, a 
claim denied by head of plan¬ 
ning David Elsworthy. 

He said: “It is considered 
that there is suitable and 
available parking on site and 
in the area to meet the needs 
of the development.”

Lessons from Wigmore 
as the pauper school 


THE Walsall and West 
Bromwich School District 
was set up in 1869 to 
provide a school for pauper 
children, aged four to 14. 

It opened in 1872 and was deliber¬ 
ately located at a distance from the 
adult workhouse, and also in open 
country at Penny Hill Lane, 
Wigmore, to the north of West 
Bromwich. 

Boys were taught industrial or 
agricultural trades in preparation 
for apprenticeships, while girls were 
trained for work as domestic ser¬ 
vants or in factories. 

The building was designed by S E 
Bindley of Birmingham, to accomo¬ 
date 400 children. 

The plan shows how boys and girls 
were strictly segregated. 

The photograph shows the forbid¬ 
ding and institutional appearance of 


costs and allocation of places at 
Wigmore. The costs were broadly 
divided up on a basis of two thirds 
for West Bromwich and one third 
Walsall. 

Wigmore closed as a pauper school 
in 1935 and the building later 
became a borstal. In the 1950s it 
became offices for the Inland 
Revenue. In 1966 West Bromwich 
Council took the building over for its 
Technical Services Division. 

They relocated in 1998, and the

Metal theft fears lead 
father to install CCTV

A WALSALL father has installed CCTV at his family’s 
home as metal thieves continually prey on the nearby 
M6. James Sargent has spent £1,000 following concerns 
over thieves using his garden as an escape route and 
posibly striking at his property alongside the motorway. 


The road has been hit by metal 
thefts which has seen the fourth 
lane unable to open for days 
because of damaged signals. 

Mr Sargent lives with his wife 
Tracey and three-year-old daugh¬ 
ter Francesca in Crompton Close, 
which backs on to the M6. 

He said he has seen thieves on 
numerous occasions, and they 
damage his conifer trees by climb¬ 
ing over fencing to escape with 
valuable copper. 

Mr Sargent has installed four 
cameras around his propertyy, 
fearing his home could be targeted. 

The 39-year-old signalling engi¬ 
neer said: “They chuck it over the 
fence right in front of my property. 

“It puts you on edge and makes 
you think if they are coming out to 
pinch cable, and can’t get it, they 
will be attracted to my property.”

the embankment, but Mr Sargent 
wants the Highways Agency to 
double its height. 

Chief Insp Carl Flynn, manager 
of the Central Motorway Police 
Group, said: “People have gained 
access to the motorway, or areas 
alongside, to tamper with cabling. 

“It is a serious arrestable offence 
and could place lives at risk by 
affecting overhead signage and 
lighting on the motorway. 

“Six people are currently on bail 
in connection with an inquiry 
where suspicious activity was 
reported alongside the M6 near 
junction 10 last month.” 

Highways Agency spokeswoman 
Jo Carroll said: “We take the Sar¬ 
gents’ concerns seriously and a rep¬ 
resentative from our contractors 
met with them in December.”

Mighty Mercedes puts the capital E into epic 


THE WORD ‘epic’ is probably 
overused these days, and most 
of the time the context in which 
it’s used lacks gravitas. 

Step into the world of the CLS63 AMG, 
though, and you remember what the word 
is there for. For a start, it’s just about five 
metres long and, fitted with AMG wheels 
and body styling, it’s a beast. 

Yes the saloon boot is huge, and yes it’s a 
practical and safe Mercedes, but there are 
more than a few exterior touches - cue four 
exhausts through which the most breath¬ 
taking noise escapes - that really get the 
juices flowing. 

The AMG division has always prided 
itself on making its cars sound incredible. 

The 6.2-litre naturally aspirated V8 
engine, one of the best-sounding engines 
ever made and still available in the C63 
AMG and SLS AMG, has been replaced by 
a 5.5-litre twin-turbocharged unit. 

It’s technically for the sake of emissions 
and fuel economy, both of which have been 
improved a lot by the switch, but the 
bottom line when you tick the option box 
marked ‘AMG Performance Package’ is 



that power stands at 550bhp, along with 
an incredible 800NM of torque - that’s 
5901b.ft in old money. As standard the 
figures are 518bhp and 5161b.ft. 

The noise is equally amazing. Inside the 
car the occupants, up to four people, hear a 
muted V8 rumble. But anyone outside it - 
especially behind it - is treated to a thun¬ 
derously loud, effortlessly deep and glori¬ 
ously exciting cacophony from the 
exhausts, punctuated by pops and crackles 
when the driver lifts off the throttle. 

Celebrated 

It’s less hard-edged than that of the 
older 6.2, but boy is it still a noise to be cel¬ 
ebrated. 

The model I tested had been kitted out 
with an astonishing amount of options, 
some of which make more sense than 
others. 

The AMG Performance package is great, 
but expensive at around £6,500, while the 
paint alone, from the special ‘designo’ cat¬ 
alogue, costs £4,500. It’s lovely, but not 


that different from standard metallic to 
untrained eyes. 

In fact, this car, which costs more than 
£80,000 to begin with, had a total of 
£26,000 worth of extras, taking the final 
asking price comfortably into six figures. 

It’s really got to justify those kinds of 
numbers, so let’s start with performance. 

If you have a disused airfield handy, the 
performance is, well, epic. Even if the 
tarmac is dry, in temperatures around 
freezing the rear wheels will spin if you 
push the throttle hard. 

Keep it pinned and you’ll get violent and 
relentless acceleration, right up to a point 
at Autobahn-only speeds where your fear 
reflexes overtake your willpower, or you 
hit the 155mph speed limiter. 

Inside the cabin it’s good news for 
whoever wrote the cheque, because the 
build quality and standard of materials is 
outstanding; thoroughly worthy of an 
£80,000 car. 

Almost infinitely adjustable heated and 
cooled leather seats are an optional extra 
well worth going for. As far as luxurious 
places to sit go, the CLS63 with its leather- 
trimmed dashboard and suede-covered 



pillars is up there with the finest. But amid 
all this desperately desirable luxury, it’s 
still a practical Mercedes. The COMMAND 
multimedia system is among the easiest 
and most enjoyable to use, even if the 
menu tabs do look a little dated. 

The ride is generally good, given the size 
of the wheels. 

Performers 

It doesn’t like sharp bumps, such as 
sunken manhole covers, but at high speed 
its not inconsiderable weight is controlled 
really very well. Thankfully the brakes are 
also top performers. 

Leg room for rear passengers is as abun¬ 
dant as they could wish for this side 
a long-wheelbase S-Class limou¬ 
sine. It’s a thoroughly comfort¬ 
able environment to 
relax in while the 
lucky driver 

enjoys him or 
herself. The 
boot will 

swallow four 
people’s 
luggage greed¬ 


ily, whether it’s golf clubs or suitcases. The 
thing is, with such a well-equipped car 
packed with options as this one is, any 
shortfalls are obvious. 

The standard stereo unit is good, but it 
somehow lacks the punch to match the 
visual and accelerative impacts the car 
makes. Better to upgrade to the Harman 
Kardon system, which with a few tweaks 
among the settings offers top-drawer 
sound quality. 

Everything about the CLS63 AMG is 
epic.

Exemption law helps 
dealer and customers 


EUROPEAN Union competi¬ 
tion law exists to prevent anti¬ 
competitive practices and 
abuse of companys’ domi¬ 
nant market positions. 

But, in recognition of the unique 
technical complexity of their prod¬ 
ucts, the motor industry has - since 
1995 - enjoyed a so called ‘block 
exemption’ from some aspects of com¬ 
petition law. 

Under the Motor Vehicle Block 
Exemption Regulations (BER), the 
industry was allowed to continue to 
operate a franchised dealer network, 
controlling who would sell their prod¬ 
ucts and where they could do so - a 
selective and exclusive distribution 

The right to repair 

UNFORTUNATELY the Euro 5 and 6 Regulations 
only guaranteed the availability of technical data 
and repair information for cars first registered 
after 2009. 

There would be no guarantee that the independ¬ 
ent trade and motoring organisations could con¬ 
tinue to access repair information and technical 
data for vehicles registered before 2009 if the BER 
were allowed to lapse. 

The independent ‘Right to Repair Campaign’ 
eventually succeeded in having the Block Exemp¬ 
tion Regulations renewed and improved. This 
ensured that technical data and workshop proce¬ 
dures remained available. 

By securing access to technical and repair infor¬ 
mation the Block Exemption Regulation helps to: 

• Keep repair costs down 

• Provide security for independent garages and 
specialists such as auto-electricians, air condition¬ 
ing specialists and body repairers 

• Ensure you don’t have to wait too long or travel 
too far for servicing or repairs 


tions like the AA to enable us to fix 
cars at the roadside. By the time the 
BER were next due for renewal in 
2010, the new car exhaust emissions 
regulations had been agreed for ‘Euro 
5’ and ‘Euro 6’. 

These set the limits for a number of 
exhaust-born toxins, including par¬ 
ticulate matter (soot) but also speci¬ 
fied that manufacturers must make 
technical data and repair informa¬ 
tion available to the independent 
trade. 

The EU initially took the view that 
with access to technical information 
covered by Euro 5 and 6 Regulations 
and the motor industry generally 
working well, there was no need to 
renew BER. 

Servicing a new car 

CHANGES to the BER in 2002 included clauses 
intended to increase choice when it comes to serv¬ 
icing of a new car. You cannot be obliged for an 
example as a condition of warranty, to have your 
car serviced by a franchised dealer. 

Other changes at that time permitted multi- 
brand showrooms and no longer obliged dealers to 
combine sales and service/repair - though most 
have continued to do so. 

The work can be carried out by an independent 
garage as long as that garage uses manufacturer 
approved parts and correctly follows the manufac¬ 
turer’s service schedule. Independent garages 
generally have much lower overheads than fran¬ 
chised dealers so their hourly labour rate is also 
cheaper. 

Although you are free to have your car serviced 
at whichever garage you like - and benefit from 
the cost savings - you can’t then expect much help 
and goodwill from the manufacturer if the car 
develops a major fault just after the warranty has 
expired. Manufacturers often cite lack of loyalty 
on the customer’s part as the reason for their deci¬ 
sion not assist with the cost of a post-warranty 
repair. 


network in the jargon. This wasn’t 
complete exemption though and the 
BER included clauses protecting con¬ 
sumer rights regarding service and 
repair. 

Instructions 

The BER were introduced in 1995 
and then updated at the end of 2002. 
One specific requirement of the Reg¬ 
ulations was that technical data and 
repair instructions should be made 
available to the independent motor 
trade (for which manufacturers could 
make a reasonable charge) so that car 
owners were not obliged to take their 
car to a franchised dealer for service 
or repair. This also ensured that data 
was available to motoring organisa-

WALSALL put their shirt on 
record-breaker Jimmy Walker - 
and the keeper did not disap¬ 
point. 

The Saddlers paid special tribute to the 
goalkeeper making his record-breaking 
530th game by wearing “Size isn’t every¬ 
thing” T-shirts in the warm-up. 

The shirts, organised by captain Andy 
Butler and referring both to the goal¬ 
keeper’s height and title of his autobiogra- 
hy, indicated it was Walker’s day as he 
ecame the club’s outright record appear¬ 
ance holder. 

And, after Saturday’s forgettable goalless 
draw at Brentford, the sub-plot of his 
achievement took centre stage. 

Proud, honoured and humbled were just 
a few of the words Walker used to describe 
his monumental achievement as he toppled 
Colin Harrison at the top of the charts, 
writes Nick Mashiter. 

It was history in the making and will 
never be beaten. The 243 Saddlers fans who 
made the trip, most for Walker rather than 
the game, saw something very special. 

Manager Dean Smith is trying to slam 
shut the revolving door at Walsall but, 
regardless. Walker will stand alone - his 
record set in stone. 

The 38-year-old is inextricably linked to 
the club, his name synonymous with the 
Saddlers and is one of their greats. 

Walker, effervescent as always in post¬ 
match dispatches, deserves the plaudits, the 
honour and the record after his long service. 

He joked afterwards he’s expecting a 
statue - like Thierry Henry - outside the 
Banks’s sooner rather than later. 

If Walsall could, they would as Walker is 
revered after almost two decades - with a 
break in the middle - of service. 

He didn’t have to return in 2010 but he 
did. He didn’t have to sign a new contract 


for this season but he did. The record is his 
but it was not his motivation. His deep love 
for the club, his profound connection, has 
driven him towards this Indian summer. 

Walker was part of the Saddlers’ golden 
era - winning three promotions and enjoy¬ 
ing four seasons in the Championship - 
which seems unreachable now. 

The remit this season is to stay in League 
One and, with Walker between the sticks, 
Walsall have every chance. 

He is part of a defence which is the 
eighth-best in the division. There has never 
been an issue with the Saddlers’ rearguard, 
it’s the meek attack which is the problem. 

That he kept a clean sheet was fitting but, 
in truth, the golden oldie had little to do 
aside from a textbook stop to deny Clayton 
Donaldson, after the striker raced clean 
through in the second-half. Well shielded by 


the excellent Manny Smith and Andy But¬ 
ler, Walker was often reduced to catching 
practice. 

Bees goalkeeper Simon Moore did well to 
keep out Jon Macken’s effort just before the 
break and he would have been relieved to 
see Alex Nicholls fluff his lines twice late on. 

Nicholls should have capped a promising, 
if incomplete, performance with a goal and 
therein lies the Saddlers’ problem. 

Just 25 goals in 26 games is the second- 
worst in the league. They have a solid base 
to build on but not enough to back it up. 

They are out of the drop zone on goal dif¬ 
ference - thanks to Walker and his sturdy 
defence - and are the division’s draw spe¬ 
cialists with 12. 

There is no doubt they are hard to beat 
but, with just four league victories all sea¬ 
son, they are finding it tough to win. Satur¬ 


day’s point is, on paper, a decent result and 
the Saddlers proved once again they can 
compete. 

But competing is no longer enough, they 
must be better and make the chances count 
against sides as average as the Bees. All the 
back-slapping after gritty draws will look 
foolish should they succumb to relegation. 

This was a game they could have easily 
won after recovering from a slow start. 

Macken should have scored before the 
break but, on two occasions, Mat Sadler and 
Walker needed to be precise to stop Donald¬ 
son after he broke clear. 

Brentford, eighth in League One, looked 
anything but play-off contenders as the Sad¬ 
dlers coped with muted second-half threats. 

But it was Walker’s day and it is his 
record. An inspiration for so many years, 
the Saddlers must hope he continues to be.
